IRRIGATION CONVENTION 
he TO BE HELD AT 
PENTICTON, B. C. 


The Western Canada Irrigation as- 
sociation will hold its eighth annual 
convention in the city,.of Penticton, 
in the Okanagan valley, B.C., on 
August 17, 18 and 19. The meeting 
will convene on the morning of ‘the 
17th at 9:30 o'clock.
